London, Aug. 11.— The festlvlttefl tn 
tx>ndon were continued Sunday. 
There were conslderalile crowds al- 
mciHt all day Iohk in tho vicinity of 
Buckingham palace and f^long the 
route of tho coronatloa prooewlon, 
viewing tho decorations and watch- 
ing the 'flow of notable personages to 
and from the various thanksgiving 
services. The Canadian arch was 
brilliantly Illuminated, was • great 
center of attraction and served to 
bring an immense concourse of people 
Into the neighborhood. The king and 
queen drove out during the day. 8pe- 
t'ial services were held in all the 
churches. 

The newspapers hbi-e have been 
rather ridiculous in sonic of their 
comments uixjn the coronation 
events. To read these papers one 
would Imagine that po one had ever 
looked to be In better health than 
King Edward. One exception tot the 
fnr< going is found in Reynold's Week- 
ly Newspaper, which has a tremen- 
dous circulation among the masses, 
and, at least on this occasion, It had 
a good foundation for its description 
of the coronation cercmotiii .s and at- 
titude of tlie crowd on S, it unlay. The 
paper acknowledges that "a eighty 
greeting" was accorded King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra, hut says; 

"The one man the populace knew 
and desireil to cheer above them all 
was Lord Kitchener. He was no gild- 
ed peer, because he was descended on 
the left-hand side from the harem of 
a seventeenth-century monarch. He 
sat on his horse like a centaur,agrlm, 
stern and never-smiling figure; a 
man who had accomplished some- 
thing. History may rate his achieve- 
ments poor, but history will have to 
say lie worked. The crowd was not 
reiH'lled liy Lord Kitchener's cold and 
almost callous Indifference." 

"1 wonder." continues the writer, 
"what these mighty personages who, 
for all the crowd cared, niic;!it have 
been flRurcs in waxwork, thought "f 
the conduct of the multitude The 
crowd would have naught to do with 
your pinchbeck, half-dosed royalists; 
your Mecklenburg-Strelitzes, your 
Sohleswlg-Holstelns. nor even yottr 
lUiK. s lif Sparta. The crown iirlnces 
o( Germany were passed by as though 
they were Dick, Tom and Harry. Even 
the Prince and Princess of Wales 
passed by with little more than a 
murninr of apiireciation. Perliaiis the 
most satisfactory feature of the occa- 
sion was the general refusal of the 
democracy to make themselves ab- 
surd by over-elfuslve demonstrations. 
Of the 30 or 4(1 royal iieLsoiia^es not 
more than half a dozen aroused what 
could be called enthusiasm. ' Queen 
Alexandra's popularity was proved, 
but some of the princesses were seen 
to be bowing gracefully in response 
to no salutations whatever." 

Held Up by Revolutionists. 

WilleniHtad, Curacao, .Xiig. 11.— The 
Red D linp steamer Caracas, which 
has arrived here from La (iuayra, 
Venezuela, brijigs the news that Cap- 
tain John Nickels of the United 
States training ship Topeka, now at 
La Guayra, had been held up by rev- 
olutionists when returning by train 
from Caracas, whither he had gone tn 
confer with United SUtes Minister 
nowen. The men who stopped the 
train which carried Captain Nickels 
showed him Kn at courtesy, and the 
train was permitted to proceed im- 
mediately. Trains running between 
La Ouayra and Caracas have been 
held up several times lately by revo- 
lutipnlitf. 

Opera House Block Burned. 
Altoona, Pa., Aug. 11.— The opera 
bouse block, one of the largest build 
ings here, which was occupied by the 
Imperial Dry Ooods company, the 
One-Prioe Clothing company and the 
Eleventh Avenue opera house, was 
gutted by Are and causi-d a loss of 
165,000. The origin of the fire is un- 
known. The dry goods company s 
damage Is est imated at ove r $40,000. 

Archbishop Carri^an's tueeessor. 
New York, Atig. 11,^1% became 
known to promlhent laymMi o( the 

Roman Catholic church in this dio- 
cese that the nomination of Bishop 
John M. Farley to succeed Archbish- 
op Oorrlgan had been confirmed by 
the pope. Bishop Farley said he did 
not e.\peet to hear anything until the 
news came through the apostolic del- 
egate at Washington. 



MILLI ONAIRE K ILLED. 

Fatal Outeome of i| Dispute Otos an 
AoeouBt W|th dvll BaglBeer. 

Chicago, Aug. 11.— Walter A. Scott, 
president of the Ililnois Wire com- 
pany, was stabbed to death in the 

Monadnock Iniildlni; by Walter L. 
Stebbings, civil and consulting engi- 
neer, with offlces In the same build- 
ing. Stebbings used a paper knife, 
stabbing twice. The stabbing occurred 
in Mr. Scott's private office. Mr. 
Stebbings bad done some work for the 
Illinois Wire company, over which 
there had been a dispute. The two 
had a quarrel and Stebbings, it is is 
said, called Scott a liar. There was 
a scuffle, and the two burst from the 
private office with blood flowing from 
Scott's wounds. Stebbings m%df no 
attempt to escape. 

Stebbings when arrested said he 
had struck Scott in self defense and 
that he had not intended injuring him 
seriously. The fight Wt-^s witnessed 
by Miss Myrtle Shumate, a steno- 
grapher in Scoffs office, who ran 
screaming into the hall. Gocupants 
of other offloes nottfled the police, who 
placed Stebbings under arrest. 

According to Miss ShuniaN 's story, 
the two men were in yenti's private 
office for nearly an hour disputing 
over a claim for $3,000. Suddenly the 
door was thrown open and the men 
staggered into the outer office, kick- 
ing each other an<l iisin« their fists. 

Stebbings held the long steel iiaper 
knife in his right hand and the weap- 
on could be seen flashing as the men 
struggled. Suddenly Stebbings struck 
Scott in the liody. The hl.iw waS re- 
peated a moment later. Scott stag- 
gered l>ackward and finally fell to the 
flour. He died within half an hour. 

Mr. Scott was 43 years old and lived 
at the Virginia hotel. He leave a 
widow and one son, who are at i)res- 
ent In the east. .Mr. Scott was re- 
cently president and owner of the 
Marshfleld and Southeastern raihroad 
and owner of the Scott Lumber com- 
pany and controlled a large amount 
of real estate. He was reputed to be 
a millionaire. 

When told later that Scott was 
dead, Stebbings turned pale. Had 
not a policeman caught him he would 
have fallen from his chair. Finally 
he controlled himself enough to 
speuk. "Dead," he exclaimed. "I can- 
not realize it. I did not mean to kill 
hira. I was opening a letter with the 
paper knife. He struck me. I hardly 
know what happened after that. I 
dill nut even know Hint I had stalibeil 
him. 1 thought 1 had only knocked 
him down." 



Strikers Accused of Intimidation. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 11. — War- 
rants have been Issued for the arrest 
of :ll strikint; niineis at Kingston, 
Lu/.erne borough and Ed wardsville, 
charged with rioting while doing pick- 
et duty in the vicinity of the Wood- 
ward breaker of the Delaware. Lack, 
awanna and Western's colliery. It is 
alleged that the strikers intimidated 
men who wanted to go to work and 
turp^d t|>em back by force. Natlopal 
Board Member John Fallon claims 
that there was no Intio^ldatioa. 

The following strike notice for the 
week has been issued from head(iuar 
ters; "The apthrac-it^ region is as 
firm as Qlbraltar. No desertions, no 
weakening, no grumbling. West Vir 
ginia situation tmchanged and the 
strikers are Arm and orderly." 



Killed by Negroes. 
Columbia. Tex., Aug. 11.— County 
Attorney Kd C. Smith was killed and 
Deputy Sheriff Cochran Willis wound- 
ed by i party of negroea who wer« ^X- 
tempting to prevent the arrest of one 
of their number. Deputy Sheriff Wil- 
lis first attempted to arrest one of thp 
negroes and was fired on, the bullet 
taking effect In the arm. He called 
for assistance and a number of white 
men responded, among them County 
Attorney Smith. The ut^'oes nearby 
rallied to the support uf the black 
and about 50 shots were fired. Smith's 
spine being cut by a bullet, which 
produced death. The i)egroes escaped 
by swlmoiing the Qraso* river. 

Storm's DestriMtive Work. 

Trenton, N. J., Aug. 11. — About a 
score of buildings were unroofecl ami 
otherwise damaged by a terrific 
storm that visited Trenton. The prop 
erties injured were In the center of 
the city, and tba electric light and 
trolley wires at that point were torn 
down, suspending trolley service and 
causing a portion of the city to be in 
darkness. Fortuvi^tely bo one waa 
injured. The damage can not be esti- 
mated, but it will proliably not ex- 
ceed 150,000. The storm was cuntlned 
to a very narrow area. The down- 
pour of raii was terriflo, over fo^ir 
lnokMi of water WVh ^9 (wo Itouri, 
flooding t^O streets.

All Stood on • Small Balcony, Fear, 
ing to Jump, and Soon Fell 
Back Into tbe Plames. 
Tlie Propertff Loss. 



San Angelo, Tex., Aug. 11.— A fire, 
discoveied in the Landon hotel by the 
night clerk, destroyed the structure 
entirely, burning seTen people to a 
crisp and doing a property damage of 
$7.=i,000. The dead are: Mrs. Landon. 
wife of the propi ietor of the hotel ; 
Mrs. Ed Hedrick of Waco, Tt x.; .Mrs. 
Fowler of Houston, Tex., and her 
grandson; Mrs. Sohullmpsky of Hous- 
ton, Tex., and two sons. All of the 
bodies that have been recovered are 
fearfully charred, and in no condition 
to be moved except in blankets. 

When the clerk discovered the 
flames the interior of the dining room 
was a gulf of fame and he could not 
get through He rushed up i>ie main 
stairway, kicking in doors, calling out 
at the top of his voice and making 
noise In every way. Moat of the in- 
mates were aroused by this means 
and by the discharge of firearms as 
Slime of the tir.-l L;ni sis got out. Tliere 
were 75 people in the bouse and all of 
them got out safely with the excep- 
tion of the seven named and three 
others who have not yet been located, 
but who are lielieved to lie safe. The 
seven women and children got out on 
a small balcony and were appealed to 
to Jump into blankets which were 
being held for them, but they failed 
to do so and delayed until the gallery 
fell back into the flames which were 
licking up the big frame house. In 
addition to the hotel three stables 
and half a dozen stores were burned, 
only the greatest effort preventing the 
whole of the business section Of the 
town from being destroyed.

Mr. Fanning is 
connected with the firm of Hass 
Brothers of New York city, and his 
parents are spending the summer at 
Newport. Mr. Fanning startled the 
guests who crowded the courtyard of 
the Hotel Cecil by driviui; into tht 
court in an autorunbilr and declarin;; 
he was the Savior and had Just oome 
from heaven In his machine. On his 
way to the hotel, Mr. Fanning tlirew 
a large sum uf nnoney about the 
streets.

Contributions to the re- 
iief fund are coniinsi in from ninny 
quarters now, and the dissatisfaction 
which was first evinced over the dis- 
tribution has now disappeared, and 
the strikers have settled down to 
what they believe is miing to be a 
much longer siei;e than was first an- 
ticipated. While the strike leaders 
are inclined to throw cold water on 
all reports that an attempt may be 
made to resume mining at an early 
day In the Wycmiing region, it would 
not be at all surprising should one or 
two of the mines in this section be 
started up this week. The same 
flfory has beeu told for weeks past, 
but there is a well authenticated re- 
port In ciicula'ioii thdt the Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal company may 
start up work at Its \yanamle colliery 
snnie day this week 

.\ general leview nf flic whole 
strike reghm shows lluit unless th( 
operators can break the ranks of the 
strikers by starting up a colliery here 
and there the men will be inclined to 
remain out for some time yet. The 
amiMuit of reli' f to be distributed will 
not satisfy all. but the miners seem 
to be willing to make some sacrifices 
in that direction in the hope that 
eventually they will win. 

A $2ii. 01)11 contribution from the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen is 
expected by the strikers within tho 
next 10 ilays. It is said that 4UU 
lodges will contribute $60 each. Other 
railway brotherhoods are expected to 
follow suit.

It it reported that 
for a iinmi)er nf years, months or days, 
certain i-ascoes whicli were of light ton- 
nage were credited on the bookt with 
carrying freight far beyond their capac- 
ity. For instance, cascoe No. 1,274, reg- 
istered at tlie Custom House as beirc 
able to carry sixty-five tons, and by act- 
ual measorement not having any larger 
capacity, wan i.jihh! to (it;ure on the re- 
turns to have carried eighty-tive tons of 
freight, and waa to credited and paid. A 
freeh piipply of white-waih will prob* 
ably be needed shortly. 



"MONEY DEVILS" BACK OF THE 
SCHEME. 

The Waehiniitou correspondent of the 
New York Tribune thinks be aee« in the 
propotition to float a Onban loan of t40,- 
000,000, a scheme which inspired the op- 
position in Congress leading to the defeat 
of Oaban reciprocity. "Tbora la no dis- 
poaition," saye this correPi>ondent, "to 
doubt either the necessity or the wisdom 
of the movement in the Cuban Congresa 
to float a loan of the proportions men- 
tioned. There is serious doubt, however, 
of the ability of the Cuban Government 
to contract a debt of auch dimentiona. 
At the tame time it it recognised as 
highly probable that the men in the 
Congreta of the United Statet who were 
responsible, through their oppodtioo to 
Cuban reciprocity, for the present press- 
lag needs of the loaular Government 
were perfectly aware of the feqnlrments 
of the situation in the island, and that 
they deliberately lent their great in- 
fluence to the cauaee which conapired 
to defeat President Roosevelt's urgent 
recommendation for authority to negoti- 
ate a reciprocal commercial arrangement. 
The prediction is freely made in Wash- 
ington that if the Congresa of thit coun- 
try authorizes the loan proposed by the 
Cubans, the bonds will be bought by the 
group of flnaneiert In New York which 
cau.«ed the law makers at the last session 
to reject the President's recommendaton. 
In other words, it it atrongly anapected 
that the proposed loan is an essential 
part of the plan devised by American 
capitalista to get a secure and lasting 
grip on Cuba, and that but for this gen- 
eral plan reciprocity would not have 
been defeated." 

No doubt Wall atreet and the "money 
d-'vits" it harbors were back of the defeat 
ol the Cuban reciprocity hill, if they for 
a moment imagined such a scheme as 
the above coald be "worked" oat aaeceti- 
fully. Congress is Republican and, of 
course, if the Republican Tribune's sus- 
piciont are well toanded,'tba Republi- 
cans are alone the ones w ho have helped 
Wall street to further this nefarious 
scheme, and make its success poatible by 
defeating the reciprocity bill. 



The New York Sun, a Republican pa- 
per, expreeaed an opinion on the anti- 
trait amendment proposed by the Re- 
publicans- in the Fifty-sixth Congress in 
words that can leave no doubt as to 
what it thinks of Republican protetta- 
tionp on the trunt 'iiiestion. It said: 

When we say plainly fliat this is flie 
most dishonest and therefore the most 
disreputable pie«'e of work achieved dur- 
ing tliH present seHfion iiy the leaders of 
Republican policy in the House, we are 
not speakioK of the merits of ttie pro- 
}>osed amendment. Its revolutionary 
character, the sweeping changes it would 
effect in the entire system of our insti- 
tutions, the bestowal upon Congreta of 
•o unlimited and arbitrary power over 
all private businese in all the States, and 
without regard to State lines and State 
rights, need not even be discuaaed. 

There ia no more proapect of its adop- 
tion by a two-third vote of both House 
and Senate, and of ita ratification by the 
legislature of tbree*foartha of the forty- 
five Statea than there ia of the adoption 
of a conttltnttonal amendment vetting 
in the Federal Qovamment the direct 
management of all the myriad induttriet 
ofthialand. ' 

The ditbonetty of the performance 
liet in the fact that there was no expec- 
tation on the part of the author of this 
raaolntion, or of the Republicans of the 
Judiciary Committee wno favorably re- 
ported it. or of the Republicans of the 
House who were willing to vote for it, 
that as the proposed sixteenth amend- 
ment will ever amount to more than a 
campaign trick of the obaapaat andnn- 
worthiest kind. 

And yet the very authors of that trick 
would pose as the savion of tba ooantry 
from the truatt.
